ings. 


The gas in the balloonets became 
over-heated in the sun and the big 
airship suddenly shot skyward. Four 
hundred men were clinging to her 
eight anchor ropes and hundreds of 
others were clinging to the forward 
and aft gondolas. 


Tho gondolas were torn from their 
grasp as the dirigible sped upward 
and a rope attached to the nose of 
th6 R-34 was torn awa>, pulling 
with it a big piece of silk fabric. The

possible and finally halted the fleeing 
airship when she was 300 feet above 
the ground.

method is cut aslant toward the hair 
instead of going straight upward. 


In cutting the flap the surgeon 


takes all tissue down to the bone- 
covering and lifts up the flap. Then 
he twists it round on its pedicle and 
brings it down so that the skin side 
lies outward over the place where 
the nose should be. He models it 
as nearly at possible into normal 
nose shape and stitches it securely 
with horsehair to the wreckage of 
the original nose 
Then he stitcher 


together the 
edges of the wound 


left in the forehead by the' removal 
of the flap.
